ELOQUENT WORDS FROM THE HON. 
ROBERT C. WINTHROP. 


This distinguished man, who is now the senior 
Vice-President of the American Bible Society, and 
also the president of the Massachusetts Bible Soci- 
ety, at the last annual meeting of this highly valued 
auxiliary delivered an address, from which the follow- 
ing paragraphs are taken: 

We have seen recent accounts of the Bible having 
been banished from schools, as having no place there! 
It is not our province to enter into controversy on 
this subject. “So much the worse for the schools,” 
is all we care to say on this occasion. But it certainly 
is for this society, in co-operation with the great 
American Bible Society at New York, and with other 
auxiliary associations throughout the Union, to see to 
it, that neither our children nor their parents are de- 
prived of the sacred volume, and that, if it is to find 
no place in the schools, it may all the more certainly 
have a place in every home and household of our 
land. 

While spending a few days in New York, on my 
return from the South, a fortnight ago, I took occa- 
sion to look in at the great exhibition of Mr. Edison’s 
wonderful telephonic and phonographic instruments 
and experiments. I heard messages and music and 
voices from far distant places—some of them, as you 
all know, inclosed in cases, like so many canned 
fruits, to be brought out afresh, whenever called for, 
to the end of time. It was all marvellous and seemed 
almost miraculous. We know not to what great uses 
such wonderful instruments, some of which are as yet 
hardly more than toys, may be turned hereafter ; but 
they certainly reflect the highest credit on their dis- 
tinguished discoverer and inventor. I cannot help 
thinking, however, here to-day, as I look around on 
the volumes with which our shelves are crowded, how 
far more marvellous, how really miraculous, have been 
the preservation and transmission, through so many 
centuries, of the voices and messages and music which 
the Bible holds ever ready within its sacred covers, to 
communicate to all who have eyes to read or ears to 
hear. These priceless contents of the Old and New 
Testaments, with so much of the most ancient history, 
so much of the divinest poetry, so much of the sub- 
limest prophecy and imagery, and with all their reve- 
lations of God and of Christ, have been preserved 
and transmitted from generation to generation, 
through so many ages, by no mere human ingenuity 
or instrumentality. To no earthly telephones or 
phonographs, but primarily, as Gladstone has re- 
cently written, to “pens and tongues commissioned 
from on high,” is the world indebted for the story of 
creation and of the cross. 


FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


Mexico.—Mr. Hamilton writes that an English or 
American publishing company is pushing the sale of 
a large illustrated Roman Catholic Spanish Bible, at 
twenty-five dollars a volume. 
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Cutna.—Dr. Wheeler writes from Shanghai : 

I have arranged for a thorough and systematic can- 
vass of this city. Mr. Copp and Mr. Verity, with two 
native assistants, are conducting the enterprise with 
cheering indications. Similar work has been done 
for many years with more or less activity, but the 
changes in the population, with other circumstances, 
indicate that the time has come for a more effective 
method by which every home and all the shops in 
the city may be reached. I hope to inaugurate a 
similar plan in other great centres of our vast field, 
and to give you an account of them from time to 
time. 

Persta.—The East Persia Mission of the Presby- 
terian Board, at its last annual meeting, “ Resolved, 
That we return our thanks to the American Bible 
Society for the liberal policy pursued by it in our 
field, and that we welcome its Agent, the Rev. W. L. 
Whipple, with his family, to a residence within our 
bounds, convinced that enlarged opportunities are 
thus assured for his work.”’ 


S1peRIA.—Various Officials in the Asiatic provinces 
have shown their interest in the circulation of the 
Scriptures. The governor of Tobolsk sends an annual 
subscription of ten rubles to the Russian Bible Soci- 
ety, and applies for membership for himself and his 
wife. Expecting that the colporteur Golubeff would 
reach Tashkent in time for the exhibition last Sep- 
tember, the governor, General Grodekoff, had pre- 
pared a fine “kiosk” for the sale of the Scriptures. 
Unfortunately an expedition up the River Ob delayed 
the colporteur so that the purpose was frustrated. 
When Golubeff was in Omsk, the commander-in-chief 
of all the troops in that district had a conversation with 
him for an hour and a half, and then issued an order 
to all the chiefs of divisions and heads of military 
institutions, to give Golubeff free access to barracks 
wherever soldiers are stationed. This was promul- 
gated in a printed order. Not long since a letter 
came to St. Petersburg from the governor of Charkow, 
a letter expressing his sincere thanks for 127 Testa- 
ments and Portions, which at his request had been 
furnished to the inmates of the large prison there. 
In September, Golubeff had sold 1,700 copies, and in 
November, 1,918. From April to December he seems 
to have put in circulation about 8,000 copies, and 
having been far over toward the Mongolian frontier, 
he was moving in a homeward direction by the way 
of Samarcand and the Caspian Sea. 


MR. PENZOTTI’S CORRESPONDENCE. 


In the courts of Peru it would appear that the 
establishment of a man’s innocence, provided he 
has been accused of some act which the priests dis- 
approve, counts for nothing in securing his liberty. 


Though acquitted by one court after another, Mr. _ 
Penzotti was still in prison on the third of February, — 
waiting for a long delayed decision. At that time —

I hope the end is not far off. The president of 
the Supreme Court has summoned the Vocades to a 
special session to-day to take action in respect to 
my prosecution. I have been acquitted by the Fiscal 
and the Judge here, by the Fiscal and the Superior 
Court at Lima, and by the Fiscal of the Supreme 
Court, and it is hardly possible that the Supreme 
Court will come to any different conclusion. My 
accusers have made every exertion to have me sen- 
tenced to banishment from the country, or at least 
to a year’s imprisonment, but the proof was abun- 
dant on my side to show that our meetings had no 
public character and were held with closed doors. 

As the courts have adjourned till the middle of 
March, it was no easy matter to convene the Vocales, 
and it was accomplished only by the help of the 
United States Minister, who with the Consul has 
been to see mea second time, and has promised to 
do all in his power, in connection with the Italian 
Minister, to secure my speedy release. 

In view of the decision of the Superior Court 
that I am innocent, the Italian Minister has asked 
the Department of Foreign Affairs to allow me to 
be discharged provisionally and put in his custody, 
but the request was denied. In any ordinary case it 
would have been granted, but the crime of preaching 
the gospel, though it be in private, is unpardonable. 


At an earlier day Mr. Penzotti had written: 


My physical frame has bettered considerably dur- 
ing the past few weeks, due doubtless to the fact that 
my horizons are clearing and promising a better 
future. With regard to my mental condition, I feel 
confused and heavy, but I hope that on obtaining my 
liberty and taking some daz¢hs I shall return to my 
normal condition. . Ss 

The Superior Court is quite interested in my case, 
and has named for my counsel Dr. Quinpar, who is 
in himself a power and has been Minister several 
times. Dr. Loaiza, another influential man, is also 
interested in the case. The Grand Masonic Lodge of 


‘Lima has named for my defense Dr. Ugarte, a no less 


competent man. In fine, they are striving for my 
defense on account of the social importance and 
singular character of the case. The educated are 
almost unanimous in their detestation of the ultra- 
montane proceedings that would resuscitate the 
Inquisition, and will be glad to see them foiled. 

I think I am not mistaken when I say that the 
Roman Catholic Church has lost a great deal by this 
intolerance, confirming what Solomon says, “The 
wicked shall fall by their own wickedness.”’ I think 
that in a week’s time the court will decide my case 
favorably, but my accusers will probably appeal to 
the Supreme Court, and if it were possible, to the 
tribunal of the Inquisition. I do not mean to rest 
till by some means I obtain competent written author- 


‘ity that will free our men from being interrupted in 


their work, every now and then, by the local author- 


ities. The circulation of the Scriptures progresses 


fairly, and our colporteurs are not discouraged. I do 


“my best to attend to them, and to stimulate them 
from my prison. Mr. Milne is doubtless right when 
Biic says that we are passing through a crisis in the 


istory of Peru, on the result of which will depend in 
large measure the proximity of its evangelization and 
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that of Bolivia and Ecuador, where the thin edge of 
the wedge has already entered. 

The government would doubtless have “taken a 
more active part in our affair had it not been that the 
country is in an abnormal state on account of the 
uprising of Pierola, leader of the papal party of 
Peru. 

The services go on with regularity, and are well 
attended under the direction of Brother Illescas, who 
is progressing very well, and has the full sympathy of 
the congregation. Casasola is working in Callao, 
and does well in the distribution of the Scriptures. 
Our church is making itself felt in this port, and is 
opening the way for the Bible. Moniga is in Lima 
and accomplishes something every month. Vasquez 
and Orellana have returned from the North, as the 
governors of Bananco and Huacho stopped their 
sales, and with the beginning of the year they will 
begin work in Lima. Aranzet is still in Bolivia. 

No one ought to be disheartened. It should be 
the last thing to be thought of to paralyze the work 
where it has been commenced and some ground 
has been gained. We must keep up the fire even to 
the last cartridge. ,

AUSTRIA. 
PRAGUE, SMICHOV, Jan. 17, 1891. 


Let me give you a case from the suburb where we 
live, illustrating how God’s word does not return 
void, and that those who accept it find light and 
peace : 

Some unknown person, executing undoubtedly the 
oft-repeated order of priests to burn or in some way 
destroy the Bible, let fall on the street some torn 
leaves of a New Testament. A poor woman, Mrs. 
P——, picked up the fragments out of curiosity and 
carried them home. She read what she could of this 
mutilated treasure, and became greatly interested. 
How or where to secure the whole book she knew 
not, but determined to improve the first opportunity 
to acquire possession of a volume which she was 
sure must be one of the best in the world. Not long 
after, her feet were providentially directed to the 
dwelling of another poor family, members of our 
church. “Ah, what book is this on your table?” 
“Oh, that is God’s word, the best of all books.” 
Reading a little in Mrs. N’s book, she remarked, 
“This is the very book I have so longed to find.” 
The story of the torn leaves was quickly told, and 
the next day your colporteur was at her door, with 
the welcome treasure, which she bought with a thank- 
ful heart. The entrance of the word gives light, and 
that home, where sadness and intemperance once 
reigned, has become bright and cheery with the light 
from the cross. The once intemperate husband and 
father can now be seen every Sunday at one of our 
places of worship, and at prayer-meetings you may 
hear that once profane tongue praising God for his 
redeeming love. This man,a brand plucked from the 
burning, and his now believing wife, are asking for 
admission to church fellowship in one of the mission 
churches of the American Board.

LEVANT AGENCY. 
BIBLE Housn, CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan, 10, 1891. 


Some little time ago, at Bitias, near Antioch, occur- 
red a denominational division in the little church 
there. In connection with this division certain doc- 
rinal discussions arose among the people. Feeling 
ran high on both sides, and, in order strongly to for- 
tify their respective views, all hands began to search 
the Scriptures vigorously for proof-texts, This Bible 
study, begun thus for controversial purposes, has 
resulted in changing the whole spirit of the church 
and kindling new spiritual life among its members. 
No other apparent agency but Bible reading has been 
at work. One of the sisters remarked, ‘‘ There are 
no dusty Bibles among us now.” 

In a village near Rodosto, on the Marmora, there 
was a confirmed drunkard who for thirty years had 
led a dissipated life, spending his whole time in the 
wine-shops and gutters. He was known throughout 
the town as a most miserable man, and, though dis- 
gusted with himself, was unable to throw off his evil 
habit. One day, while he was drinking, a man read 
in his hearing some verses from the Book of Psalms. 
He awoke as from a dream, and inquired what that 
book was. On learning that it was the Bible, and 
that it was very much read in the Protestant church 
of the village, he began to attend that church, soon 
abandoned his old habits, and seems to have become 
a thoroughly regenerate man. A few months later a 
young man, who had previously sustained a good 
character, fell into the habit of drinking, and was 
descending from bad to worse when something 
aroused him to the necessity of making an effort to 
save himself. .Sorely perplexed, he went to the man 
above spoken of and asked him how he managed to 
extricate himself from his old habit, as he wished to 
imitate him. On being told this man’s experience 
with the verses from Psalms, he went and purchased 
a copy of the Bible, and has now become once more 
a temperate man. 

One day one of our Constantinople colporteurs sold 
a Bible to a Greek, who two days after asked him to 
take it back, at the loss to himself of a good part of 
the price. When the colporteur inquired the reason, 
the man replied: “My wife was nearly frantic on 
account of the heretic book, which I was barely able 
to save so as to return it to you.’? The colporteur 
refused to take the Bible back, and the man kept it 
in his shop. Six weeks later he took it home again, 
only to encounter renewed abuse from his wife. He 
succeeded, however, in quieting her, and proposed 
that they read the book together, agreeing to tear it 
up if they found it really as bad as she imagined. 
And so together they read various passages—among 
others the story of Joseph. They finally became so 
interested that they continued reading for three days 
almost without cessation. As a consequence, the 
man himself with his family and several relatives 
have become great friends of the Bible, and regular 
attendants upon evangelical services, 

Here is another incident, from Bitlis, illustrating 
how the Bible is purchased in that region by those 
who have no money to pay for it: There came to the 
colporteur a poor widow clothed in rags, whose ap- 
pearance, he says, would have moved to pity a heart 
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of stone. She had with her three children, aged 
respectively ten, five, and three, and inquired if he 
would give her a Testament in exchange for some 
butter, which he of course consented to do. She 
took him to her house and began to weigh out the 
butter, the children watching the operation with dis- 
may at the thought of losing all,they had to eat. 
“Alas!” she said, “the villagers gave me the butter 
to cook something for my children on Easter-day. It 
is the only thing which they have to eat with their dry 
bread.” The colporteur then gave her the Testament, 
declining to take the butter; but the widow was not 
content until she had made him accept at least a pair 
of stockings, which she herself had made. 

WhiJe thus at Bitlis a pair of stockings paid for a 
Testament, in a village of the Broosa district veal 
estate became the purchasing medium. It became 
known that the Protestants desired a location for a 
chapel. An Armenian sold them a suitable lot in 
exchange for three large Bibles, designed one each 
for his three sons. 

In the Cesarea district, in the large and important 
town of Higde, there has been organized among the 
Gregorians a society having for its object the moral 
elevation of young men. They meet every Sunday 
for Bible study. Our superintendent was permitted 
to be present at one of these meetings. A large Bible 
was on the table, and several addresses were made 
on the blessedness of having God’s word in a lan- 
guage they could understand. Our superintendent 
also was glad to accept their hearty invitation to say 
a few words. 

The attitude of the Turkish mind toward the Bible 
is never without interest to us here, Some say its 
day is past, and it is no longer of any account; others, 
that it is good but the Koran is better ; some, that it 
is wicked to carry about a holy book for sale ; and 
others still, that such work on the part of Christian 
societies is a noble work, It is very rare for a Turk 
to handle or speak of the Bible in any other terms 
than those of profound respect, and it not infrequently 


happens that Turks commend the Bible to members ~ 


ot Christian nationalities who manifest doubt about 
the quality of the book. 

One day a Constantinople colporteur met a Turkish 
gentleman in a shop and invited him to buy a book. 
After looking at his books he asked the price of a 
Gospel. of Matthew, and learning it was only two 
cents expressed surprise that a good book should be 
sold so cheap, and insinuated that there must be 
something wrong about it. He then inquired by 
what authority the book was published, and was 
shown the statement in regard to that point on the 
title-page. He was not, however, fully satisfied until. 
the colporteur went with him to a Turkish reading- 
room near by, where he would find a copy of the 
Bible with which he might compare it. The Turk 
spent about three hours reading the Bible that day, 
and the next day purchased a Testament for himself, 

The same colporteur one day met a young Turkish 
gentleman, to whom he showed his books, urging 


him to purchase a Bible. He said he had already 
read it. “And this Bible,” he continued, “compels _ 
a man to abandon his old notions and to accept its 
teachings.” ‘I asked him,” says the colporteur, Gt qi 


his father read the Bible.’ ‘Not only does he read. 


i) 
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it himself,” was the reply ; ‘“he compels us all to read 
it, and he is especially fond of Psalms, Proverbs, and 
the Gospels. Even the women at home are re ading 
the book.” In the course of the conversation the 
colporteur discovered that the father was a man to 
whom he had himself some time before sold a Bible, 
and he rejoiced to find that his sowing was not all in 
vain. 

Recently this colporteur met a very old Turkish 
haja, who commended him most heartily for the good 
work he was engaged in; and after some conversa- 
tion, in which he expressed his appreciation of the 
Bible and his earnest desire that all might read it, he 
stated that he was formerly a warm friend of Dr. 
Goodell, and that no idea was more fascinating than 
that of going up to heaven and meeting once more 
the friend whom he so dearly loved. 

In one of our large interior cities a Christian woman, 
serving in the house of an influential Turkish bey, 
took to the palace her Bible. The ladies of the harem 
became so interested in it that they eagerly snatched 
it from one another to read it. They said to the 
woman who owned the Bible, “Oh, what a good book 
you Christians have!” At last accounts they contin- 
ued to read the book with great interest. 

These are a few of the many incidents reported to 
us, illustrating the quiet and unobtrusive but steady 
and powerful working of God’s word among the 
people of this land. We can afford to work on in 
hope.

LETTER FROM PERSIA. 
TABREEZ, Dec. 1, 1890. 

You will be surprised to see by the heading of-this 
letter that I am still in Tabreez, since I wrote you on 
the 14th of November that we were ready to start for 
Teheran: It seems a strange providence to me, and 
I will try to give you a connected account of what has 
happened to us. 

Through the dilatoriness.of the men who were to 
take us, we did not start until two o’clock, p.m. Soon 
after getting outside of the city we overtook the 
foorgoon (the large Russian freight wagon) which 
was taking our heavy boxes. I noticed that it was 
too heavily loaded, and questioned whether it would 


_ be able to get over the sandy hills between the city 


and our first manzil (stopping place). To add to the 
difficulty there was a stubborn horse which held back 
instead of pulling. To make a long story short, after 
much help from the men in the party, the foorgoon 


- finally reached the manzz/, and we, having to keep 
_ along with the wagon, also arrived after riding two 
hours and a half in the dark. The night was cold, 


and a strong, piercing wind, blowing directly in our 


_ faces, chilled us through and through. My wife had had 
a chill in the morning and she could not get warm 
even when the sun shone for a time. 
_ that she was so numb that I had almost to carry her 
to the native house where we spent the night. 
ing that she would not be able to proceed, I waited 
_ anxiously to see how she felt. 
was unable to rise, and her throat was swollen. As

the next day was the Sabbath, I decided to remain

on Monday she would be better and able to continue 
the journey. Dr. Bradford, instead of sending the 
medicine, rode out to see Mrs. Whipple, and took the 
caseinhand. Meantime Allen also was taken sick with 
sore throat and symptoms suggestive of diphtheria. 

Under the circumstances Dr. Bradford discouraged 
our proceeding on the journey, suggesting that even 
if it was practicable to make one or more stages, 
there was a liability to break down at any place, and 
the further away from Tabreez the more difficult it 
would be to obtain medicine and other aid. But our 
anxiety to continue the journey for which we had 
made so much preparation was great, and we decided 
to send back to the city and see if it was possible to 
secure a fakhterawan, a vehicle somewhat like a 
palanquin, drawn by two horses, one in front and one 
in the rear, in which one can lie down while travelling. 
But while we were planning for this, word came that 
our manservant had “fallen down in a chill” and 
desired some quinine. As he was our mainstay, I did 
not see how we could proceed without him, especially 
as I was keeping off the chills by liberal doses of 
quinine and had my wife and son also to look after. 

We reluctantly decided to return to the city and 
wait to see if the Lord would again open the way. 
So on Monday, two weeks ago to-day, we came back 
to Tabreez. As the judgment of the doctors was 
decidedly against our resuming the journey, I began 
to look for a house, and meeting with no success, it 
seemed for a time as if we would be compelled to go 
onto Teheran. But at last we found a place outside 
of the Kad/a, or European quarters, and six days ago 
we moved into it and have been hard at work getting 
settled for the winter, which is beginning earlier than 
usual. A few days ago several inches of snow fell, 
and to-day it has been snowing and blowing as though 
winter had begun in earnest. I have to buy wood 
and other supplies at much higher rates on account 
of the lateness of the season. It is also difficult to 
get repairs done and furniture made, as other new- 
comers have all the available-men working for them, 
but we shall get settled in time. It is more and more 
evident that we could not have made our intended 
journey, and J, who am the only well one of the party, 
have had to take quinine almost daily. This is the 
state of the case, rather doleful I must say, but the 
outlook is brighter now. 

I have been doubtful how to plan for the coming 
year. The friends in this West Persia Mission express 
themselves, by word and letter, that I am more 
needed here than in Teheran. I have not heard from 
the East Persia Mission, but I presume they will take 
a different view of the case. I can cordially say lam 
willing to do what seems best, either to go on or to 
remain here. We Have been “ ‘let hitherto,” and while 
there are many things that I cannot understand about 
it, I feel sure that there is some wise and kind provi- 
dence in it all which will work in the end for good.

BRAZIL. 


Mr. Tucker writes from Rio de Janeiro, under date 
of Jan. 8th, 1891: 
I had an interesting trip in Dedemtlt through the 
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state of Sao Paulo in company with the evangelist, 
Rev. H. Maxwell Wright. He preached every night 
to very good audiences, and we had interesting visits 
every day from house to house. We sold a number 
of copies of the Scriptures. One of our colporteurs 
was quite active and had good sales. I spent a few 
days in the city of Sao Paulo, and met our Italian 
colporteur, Sr. Joao Bernini, who had been disabled 
for some time, and thinks that he must give up the 
service entirely. I had occasion to study the question 
of the foreign element in that State. This is every 
day becoming a more important factor in tle develop- 
ment of the country. I am convinced that an active 
man, who speaks Italian, can do much more than 
Bernini has been doing, and I am very sorry to lose 
him, especially as I have no one to put in his place. 

The German element is large also, and I hope to 
send our German colporteur here before long. He 
promises to be a valuable worker, and you will see 
that his report for November is a good one. 

Our great difficulty last year was to find suitable 
men for colporteur service. I sometimes wonder if 
I am too exacting and expect too much. I begin the 
year with renewed effort to increase our working force. 

I am anxious to know how the case of my col- 
league, Mr. Penzotti, has terminated. Would that 
we had the attention of such a man directed to the 
Italians in Brazil !

FROM LETTERS OF COLPORTEUR 
BB. BLACH EY: 


; SInALOA, Mmxico, Jan. 12, 1891. 

I have just come in from the supper-table. I asked 
the landlady if she knew of a boy or young man who 
would be willing to go with me to read the Bible. 
She said it would be very hard to find one, but that 
the strong opposition would help our work rather 
than hinder it. A lawyer and member of the muni- 
cipality says that in a little while the whole church in 
this place will turn over to our side. In my rounds 
to-day I sold two Bibles, and read and talked much; 
and there are lots who are beginning to wonder if the 
priests are not false teachers, or only after their 
money. The lawyer said it might be hard for me, 
but before long there would be big results; and 
indeed I think so myself. I will order one hundred 
New Testaments by telegraph, as the people are 
poor, and if I can sell them for enough to pay post- 
age and telegram, it will be a Godsend to them and 
for the cause of Christ. People are now asking, ‘‘Is 
the priest right in prohibiting us from reading the 
Bible?” Yesterday a girl of eighteen years of age 
said that in the church the priest told them that the 
Bible I was selling was an anti-Christian book, but 
the girl read and talked with me and her mother and 
several others for about an hour and a half, and then 
said she had only twenty-five cents, but wanted a 
Bible to read, and would not let the priest have it; 
so she got a Bible. She further said the priest told 
them that if any of them bought one they would be 
excommunicated and would not receive absolution. 
But the girl wanted one all the same. 

I went to another house and read and talked for an 
hour or so. The mother has three or four daughters ; 
ailcan read. The woman said it was a good book, 
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and not anti-Christ, ‘but I am much afraid of the 
priest.” 

I am received very kindly in nearly all houses, and 
they seem glad to see me, and talk, and hear me read 
of Christ and his words and history. It would do 
you good if you could only see the way they drink 
in the words of Christ. The men,are very bold in 
opposing the church, and help me to convince the 
women that it is a good book. But oh, so poor are 
the most of them that they can’t raise twenty-five 
cents, even if it were to save their lives! I telegraph 
to-night for one hundred Testaments, and will give or 
sell for the cost of postage to all who can read them, 
and promise to do so. I do not stop for dimes, but 
work as hard as I can from the time I start out till 
night. The object is to get the Scriptures in the 
hands of the people who will read them, no matter 
how poor they may be. [ sold five small Bibles and 
one large one as soon as I opened the packages in 
my room. Several others want one, but have no 
money to buy a Bible, but could raise a dime, may 
be. Some say they like the Bible, and can read, but 
can’t raise a cent. I count twenty-two small Bibles 
lying on the table as I write, and think how much 
good they might do, if only in the hands of those 
who, I believe, would read, but are too poor to buy. 
It is hard to know what to do sometimes, but I guess 
I will let them go for what they can raise, if no more 
than ten cents, which is the postage on the small 
Bible. 

January 14, 1891. 

Since last writing I have talked and read the Testa- 
ment a great deal, and as a result last night a man 
from across the river came with a piece of paper with 
“Santa Biblia’’ on it, and said he wanted one. He 
was very poor; so I[ let him have one for forty cents. 
After he had been gone a few minutes, an old man with 
gray hair came with one dollar, and said he wanted 
two Bibles, one for a friend, and I let him have the two 
for a dollar. In the forenoon I had him read in the 
New Testament about Christ’s brethren and his 
mother standing without desiring to speak with him, 
and many other passages, and he wanted to know 
why the priest prohibited their reading the Bible. 
He said: “He lets us read novels, why doesn’t he 
prohibit them? why the Bible alone? No, I want a 
Bible to read.”’ 

A day or two ago I saw two men, who could not 
read but had daughters who can, and they each want 
one, and say that their daughters will read to them. 
In that way they will learn the truth, and finally leave 
the Roman Church. I might go on for pages and 
pages to tell of my experiences in each town I visit, 
and it looks as if it were indeed a time of the working 
of God’s Spirit on the hearts to search the Scriptures. 
When I deliver three Bibles that are ordered I shall 
have only twelve left, and I have got to pass through 
five or six towns before I reach Culiacdn. It is a little 
puzzling to know what to order, and how much, as [ 


don’t know what is ahead. a

THE YBARRIA. CHURCH IN MEXICO, 


In The Missionary the Rev. J. G. Hall, of the 4 
Presbyterian Church (South), gives an interesting — 
account of the organization of a new church in what | 
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is called the “Sierra Field,” in the neighborhood of 
Linares. Ybarria is the largest of three settlements, 
several leagues apart, between which communication 
is had through almost pathless canons without even 
a bridle path. 


The history of the congregation, says Mr. Hall, is 
a wonderful illustration of the power of God’s word. 
Years ago a man living in Ybarria inherited a Bible 
from his father.- He had no interest in it, however, 
and it lay long unused in his house. One day there 
passed by his house a man who had been compelled 
to leave the place where he was living, on account of 
his religious sentiments, and seeing the Bible there, 
asked the owner to lend it to him that he might carry 
it along with him to read. He did so. Afterward 
the Ybarria man felt a desire to read the book him- 
self, but it was gone. Some time after this he was in 
another part of the country, and in the house of an 
acquaintance saw a Bible. He expressed his desire 
to have such a book, and to his great surprise his 
friend said: ‘‘ That is your book. Mr. , who once 
borrowed a Bible from you, lost it, and got you this 
one instead, but not being able to take it to you 
himself, he left it with me to be delivered to you.” 
He eagerly seized it, and with great joy carried it 
home and began to read it, and as he read, his interest 
increased until he was converted. The people living 
at San Antonio and El Refugio were his frie.ds. He 
carried the wonderful book to them, and they read 
and were converted, until, dy the reading of this one 
Bible, several Christian communities were formed. 
That was some years ago. One of the men told me 
that he was a believer six years before he heard the 
gospel from the human preacher. The priest of the 
neighboring town had the names of the principal_ones 
amongst them on his list as known heretics. When 
they heard of our work in Linares, they sent two of 
their number to ask for a preacher. When we organ- 
ized the church the number had grown to more than 
forty. They expect to erect a small house to be 
dedicated to the worship of God. 

Helen Hunt speaks of the custom at the old “ mis- 
sions’ in California of singing the matutinal song, in 
which all the household join. In San Antonio they 
still keep up this custom, and their matutinal song is 
the first ten verses of the first chapter of the Gospel 
of St. John. The old mother intones a sentence, and 
then all in chorus repeat it after her, and so on to the 
end. It was really affecting as I lay in bed and heard, 
just at the break of day, in not unmusical tone, 

“EN EL PRINCIPIO ERA EL VERBO.” 


(In the beginning was the Word.) One need but 
think of the words of this passage to see how appro- 
priate they are for such a purpose. 
_ The ceremonials of the organization of the church 
were held at San Antonio, as the central point. Then 
came the celebration of the Jord’s Supper. The 
house was packed. Blankets and skins were thrown 
upon the floor, and almost every square foot was 
occupied, yet notwithstanding this and the necessarily 


protracted service, there were perfect order and serious _ 


attention through all. Nobody seemed to be tired. 
_ After the service was over I sat down by one of the 
newly-elected elders and asked him if it was the first 
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Lord’s Supper. He said, “Yes.” Ithen asked him 
if there was anything in it that seemed strange to him. 
“Oh, no,’’ he said; “I had read the account of it 
in the Bible.” Our mode of administering the sacra- 
ment seemed to him exactly in accordance with what 
he had read in the Bible. 


THE BIBLE RATHER THAN ARGUMENT. 

A colporteur.of the American Bible Society writes 
from Mexico to the Record (see January issue) : 

I am of the opinion that a good many missionaries 
fail of accomplishing as much as they would like, for 
the simple reason that they go to bombarding the 
Roman Church too much at the start. Better tell 
them of Christ and how he prayed for his enemies 
while hanging on the cross. The word of God is 
what the people want and need. If you can get 
them to reading the Bible, the power of the church 
will drop off, just as a snake sheds his skin when 
the new one has formed under it. 

In happy coincidence with the above expression 
is an account lately published in the Occident, in con- 
nection with the recent establishment of a Presby- 
terian Church at San Gabriel, California. 

It seems that twenty-five years ago a Spanish 
family named Corona were living at the Old Mission 
in San Gabriel. The men were carpenters, and at 
one time worked for a priest who delayed. paying 
them because they were neglectful of the confes- 
sional. His course, instead of winning them to con- 
fession, put doubts into their heads regarding the 
priests, and, while in this state of mind, a Spanish 
Bible from the press of the American Bible Soci- 
ety fell into Corona’s hands. Without missionary or 
expounder that Bible was enough. Corona studied it, 
and left the Church of Rome with all his household. 

Every Sabbath he gathered his children around 
him and taught them, as well as he could, from the 
Book of books. Through all the region he was 
known as “the heretic.” He was. persecuted, his 
cattle were stolen, and his family was socially ostra- 
cized, but no bitter word fell from his lips. When 
he was dying a priest came, begging him to be 
“reconciled to the church,’ but Corona assured him 
that his soul was “at peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Two years ago a Protestant Spanish-speaking mis- 
sionary was called to the death-bed of Corona’s 
widow, in Pasadena: 

A congregation of thirty people, young and old, 
all Mexicans, stood or sat within reach of his voice. 
“Here,” exclaimed the dying woman, “are my 
children, grandchildren, and some of my great-grand- 
children. I want you to teach them. the true doctrine 
of Jesus Christ and his Apostles.” It was a solemn 
charge, and the missionary, who knew nothing of the 
early history of the family, found most attentive 
listeners. After the death of the father, they had, 
like the Rechabites of old, followed the paternal 
counsels. They had never entered a Romish church ; 
but, with no knowledge of English, they did not care 
to attend a Protestant place of worship, and with no 
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one to instruct them, they were fast drifting into 
worldliness and indifference as to spiritual things. 
But this contact with the truth, accompanied by 
“the mother’s happy death and parting counsels,” 
became the occasion of a turning point in the history 
of this family, and of the organization of the San 
Gabriel Church. It was constituted with thirteen 
members, all descendants of Corona. The young 
men are said to be of good habits, temperate, and 
industrious, and the daughters attractive. They pro- 
pose to puild a house of worship, and inscribe upon 


the walls: “The promise is unto you and your 
children,” and ‘‘My word shall not return unto me 
void.”— Woman’s Work for Woman. 

JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA, Jan. 29, 1891. 

I am sorry to report that things are going from the 
bad-to worse. The students (so called) are making 
immense trouble. Two members of the Diet have 
been attacked by them, and one was nearly killed. 
Several attempts have been made to assault the 
president of the house of representatives, and it is 
necessary to have special guards to protect the mem- 
bers from harm as they go about from place to place. 
This is because their views and actions have not met 
the approval of these would-be rulers and leaders. 
Several arrests of young men have been made, and a 
large number of them have been expelled from the 
capital. 

The burning of the two houses of parliament has 
been ascribed to some defect in the electrical appa- 
ratus for lighting the rooms, but this is a question, and 
it probably will not be settled very soon, if ever, what 
was the real cause of the fire. It is quite in keeping 
with the spirit of the young men to do-such an act, 
and it will take very strong evidence to prove their 
innocence. 

The anti-foreign and anti-Christian feeling lis in- 
creasing every day. The Rev. Mr. Worden of Nagoya 
writes that one of his meetings was broken up by a 
mob, which afterward came to his house and had 
to be dispersed by the police. He has had many 
threats of violence, and thinks that his life and 
property are in constant danger. 

Another missionary, who attempted ‘to hold a meet- 
ing in that place a few days ago, was set upon by a 
crowd who were determined that he should not be 
heard. With the aid of the police he escaped toa 
basement room, and remained concealed there till 
the crowd had dispersed. The Buddhists are very 
strong and bigoted in that city, and this is supposed 
to have been their work. 

Mr. Hutchinson of Fukaoka writes: “The strong 
anti-foreign feeling has developed all around us, and 
is one of the things which accounts for indifference 


to the Bible. Another is the absorption of time and - 


attention by politics. The manager of the normal 
school here has tabooed the Bible and all Christian 
books as pernicious literature; but on the other hand, 
there have been a few sales of English Bibles and 
Testaments among the high school students, and some 
English-speaking gentlemen, officials and teachers. 
These books are read mainly for the sake of the 
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English, and the reading has under God resulted in 
the conversion of several young men. Last year 
three were thus led to Christ, and I have hopes of 
several others.” 

It is reported that the principal of the high school 
in Tokio has said that no teacher can remain in that 
institution who is not willing to worship a picture of 
the Mikado. If this is insisted on, some of the 
teachers will resign, as they are Christians and will 
not submit to such intolerant demands.

THE course of missionary affairs in China is likely 
to pursue for many years lines indicated by the late 
grand conference at Shanghai. All reports agree that 
the most significant measure projected was the 
revision of the Scriptures. The scope of translation 
is not covered when three general, or so to speak, 
ecumenical, versions are planned. There remain the 
local dialects. Babel contributed a liberal quota of 
linguistic confusion to the “land of Sinim.” The 
conference appointed a committee to consult upon 
the best method of bringing out renderings of Scrip- 
tures in the various vernaculars. The labors must be 
great, but the prize is commensurate. Millions are 
to be addressed. 

It might well be a subject of special prayer over 
all the world for the next few years that the transla- 
tion committees in China may be guided by the Holy 
Spirit, as were the authors who wrote the Scriptures.

The Galena Bible Society, the oldest auxiliary but 
one in Northern Illinois, established in the “lead 
mine region,”’ held its fifty-ninth anniversary recently. 

This auxil- 
iary shows its loyalty to the Parent Society by a dona- 
tion of $300 this year, and may make it more soon. 

Randolph County auxiliary held its fifty-third anni- 
versary on January 13th, in the United Presbyterian 
Church of Sparta. The afternoon and evening were 
given to earnest and prayerful consideration of the 
Bible work. It was an inspiring occasion, and showed 
what a Bible anniversary could be made with proper 
preparation and care. The pastors and people of 
Sparta and its vicinity were on hand to hear and to 
speak. A donation of $900 was made to the Parent 
Society. 

InNDIANA.—In January nine auxiliaries were visited, 
four anniversaries attended and addressed, and eight 
reports received and herewith forwarded. The anni- 
versaries were well attended, and from every indica- 
tion will result in great good. The papers uniformly 
publish the reports of the officers, with extended 
notices of the meetings, thus greatly aiding the auxil- 
iaries in their work.

All these meetings were very satisfactory. The col- 
ections at Oldham and Rutherford Counties were 
very gratifying, at the latter over $118 being raised. 
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The Sunday school supplies are awakening consid- 
erable interest among the auxiliaries and people 
visited. I have brought the matter personally before 
the officers of five auxiliary societies and have sent 
out circulars to the officers of forty-two. The officials 
of the auxiliaries visited took prompt steps toward 
organizing the work in their respective fields. Their 
plans were varied, but all looking toward the accom- 
plishment of the work. 


LOUISIANA AND Misstsstpp1.—The first Sunday of 
the month was spent at New Orleans. At 11 A.M. I 
held a meeting in the interest of the Bible cause in 
the Rayne Memorial Congregation, Rev. Dr. Beard 
pastor; and at 7 p.m. I held another in the Dryads 
Street Congregation, Rev. Dr. Clay pastor—both of 
the Methodist Episcopal, South, denomination.

Families visited, 1,519; found without a Bible, 210; 
destitute families supplied, 76; copiés of the Scrip- 
tures sold to the value of $91 85; copies given to the 
destitute to the value of $18 77. The depository of 
this auxiliary contains the Scriptures in eleven differ- 
ent languages. The aggregate sales by the colpor- 
teur and at the depository were $230 61. The collec- 
tion amounted to $93 50. 

I visited Bell County auxiliary and made up its 
report. The annual meeting was held on the first 
Sabbath of the month, without my presence. The 
collection amounted to $61 30, of which $30 were 
donated to the Parent Society. I wish we had many 
more such auxiliaries. 


CoLporTEUR McMILLAN writes from Colorado as 
follows: “Last evening I sold a man a Bible, who 
lives within two blocks of the post-office (Colorado 
Springs), who said, ‘This is the first Bible I ever 
purchased.’ Another said, ‘I have been married 
eighteen years and this is the first Bible I ever bought.’ 
Another who has lived in the city seven years is still 
without a Bible; I will furnish him one to-day.” 


RANDOLPH WELSH BIBLE SOCIETY, WIS. 


The annual meeting of this auxiliary was held in 
the Congregational Church on January ist, 1891, but on 
account of the inclemency of the weather it was post- 
poned until the 16th. After devotional exercises, the 
meeting was called to order by the president, Robert 
Jones. Officers were elected for the ensuing year as 
follows: president, Rev. Thomas Foulkes; vice-presi- 
dent, William R. Roberts; secretary, William E, 
Owen ; treasurer, D. G. Jones. Collectors were ap- 
pointed to receive donations, who remitted to the 
treasurer in about two weeks, the whole amount 
donated by this community being $72 35. This is 
considered a princely sum, as this-is a small society, 
and it commends the Welsh people to the good graces 
of the Parent Society, there being no other auxiliary 
in this vicinity. 

Ir is very sweet sometimes when sorrow is intense 
and darkness, just to pillow our head upon the 
Saviour’s bosom in subdued, silent trust. There is 


comfort ever in simply resting in the “everlasting © 


arms.’ But the richest of God’s comfort comes from 
his word. To neglect the Bible, when seeking divine 


comforting, is really closing our ears to the cunsola- _ 


tion he sends. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


THE BIBLE FROM A LITERARY STAND- 
POINT 
FROM D. G. MITCHELL’S “ENGLISH LANDS, 
AND KINGS.”’ 

And will this old Bible of King James’s version 
continue to be held in highest reverence? Speaking 
from a literary point of view, which is our stand- 
point to-day, there can be no doubt that it will ; nor 
is there good reason to believe that, on literary lines, 
any other will ever supplant it. There may be ver- 
sions that will be truer to the Greek; there may be 
versions that will be far truer to the Hebrew; there 
may be versions that will mend its science, that will 
mend its archzology, that will mend its history; 
but never one, I think, which, as a whole, will greatly 
mend that orderly and musical and forceful flow of 
language springing from early English sources, 
chastened by Elizabethan culture and flowing out, 
freighted with Christian doctrine, over all lands 
where Saxon speech is uttered. Nor in saying this 
do I yield a jot to any one in respect for that modern 
scholarship which has shown bad renderings from the 
Greek, and possibly far worse ones from the Hebrew. 
No one, it is reasonably to be presumed, can safely 
interpret doctrines of the Bible without the aid of 
this scholarship and of the ‘‘higher criticism ;” and 
no one will be henceforth fully trusted in such inter- 
pretation who is ignorant of, or who scorns, the recent 
revisions. 

And yet the old book, by reason of its strong, 
sweet, literary quality, will keep its hold on most 
hearts and minds. Prove to the utmost that_the 
doxology at the end of the Lord’s Prayer is an 
interpolation—that it is nowhere in the earlier Greek 
texts (and I believe it is abundantly proven)—and yet 
hundreds and thousands and tens of thousands who 
use that invocation will keep on saying, in the 
rythmic gush of praise, which is due may be to some 
old worthy of the times of the Henrys, perhaps 
Tyndale himself: ‘“‘For thine is the kingdom, and 
the power, and the glory, for ever and ever.. Amen!” 

And so with respect to that splendid Hebraic poem 
of Job, or that mooted Book of Ecclesiastes: no 
matter what critical scholarship may do in amplifica- 
tion or curtailment, it can never safely or surely refine 
away the marvellous graces of their strong old Eng- 
lish current, burdened with tender memories, mur- 
murous with hopes drifting toward days to come— 
“or ever the silver cord be loosed, or the golden 
bowl be broken, or the pitcher be broken at the 
fountain, or the wheel broken at the cistern.” 

It must be understood, however, that the charms 
of the King James version do not lie altogether 
in Elizabethan beauties of phrase, or in Jacobean 
felicities; there are quaint archaisms in it which we 
are sure have brought their pleasant reverberations of 
lingual sound all the way down from the days of 
Coverdale, of Tyndale, and of Wycliffe. 

A few facts about the printing and publishing of the 
_ early English Bibles it may be wel] to call to mind. 
Fin a previous chapter I spoke of the fatherly edicts 
j ast Bible-reading and Bible-owning in the time 
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of Henry VIII.; but the reign of his son Edward VI. 
was a golden epoch for the Bible-printers. During 
the six years when this boy-king held the throne, 
fifty editions, principally Coverdale’s and Tyndale’s 
versions, were issued, and no less than fifty-seven 
printers were engaged in their manufacture. 

Queen Mary made difficulties again, of which a 
familiar and brilliant illustration may be found in 
that old New Englander primer, which sets forth in 
ghastly wood-cut ‘the burning of Mr. John Rogers at 
the stake in Smithfield.’’ Elizabeth was coy; she set 
a great many prison doors open; and when a courtier 
said: ‘‘May it please your majesty, there be sundry 
other prisoners held in durance, and it would much 
comfort God’s people that they be set free,” she asked, 
“Whom?” And the good Protestant said, “Matthew, 
Mark, Luke, and John.’”’ But she, young as she was, 
showed her monarch habit. ‘Let us first find,” said 
she, “if they wish enlargement.” But she had ac- 
cepted the gift of a Bible on first passing through 
Cheapside, had pressed it to her bosom in sight of 
the street people, and said she should “oft read that 
holy book,” which was easy to say, and becoming. 

In the early days of her reign the Genevan Bible, 
always a popular one in England, was completed, 
and printed mostly in Geneva; but a privilege for 
printing it in England was assigned to John Bodley 
—that John Bodley whose more eminent son, Sir 
Thomas, afterward founded and endowed the well- 
known Bodleian Library at Oxford. 

In the early part of Elizabeth’s reign appeared, too, 
the so-called Bishop’s Bible, under charge of Arch- 
bishop Parker, fifteen dignitaries of the church being 
joined with him in its supervision. There were 
engravings on copper and wood; of Elizabeth on the 
title-page, of the gay Earl of Leicester at the head 
of the Book of Joshua, and of old nodding Lord 
Burleigh in the Book of Psalms. During the reign 
of Elizabeth there were no less than one hundred 
and thirty distinct issues of Bibles and Testaments, 
an average of three a year. 

The first American (English) Bible was printed at 
Philadelphia, by a Scotchman named Aitken, in the 
year 1782; but the first Bible printed in America 
[in a European tongue] was in the German language, 
issued by Christopher Sauer, at Germantown, in 1743. 


SEARCH THE SCRIPTURES. 


I wish I could persuade one single soul who has 
never done it before, to commence the daily, earnest 
reading of the Scriptures. 

First, because, as some one has said, it has God 
for its author, Redemption for its subject, and Salva- 
tion for its end. It was given to the world by inspira- 
tion of the Holy Ghost; it took two thousand years 
to begin and finish it; it required the choicest men of 
sixty generations to compose it; it states the whole 
case between God and the human race, points out 
the entire trouble in which the race is involved, 
and’ the principles and method of a stupendous 
restoration. 

No other book that has ever been printed even 
attempts this task. Look through all the libraries of 
the world and you will search in vain for any other 
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work with the story which this book tells. Second, 
read it because of its abiding and invincible nature. 
“Forever, O Lord, thy word is settled in heaven.” 
Read the twenty-first chapter of Luke’s Gospel; there 
is a photograph of the future of humanity taken 
by Christ himself. He stood there and looked off 
into the coming centuries, and predicted the course 
of events throughout the Christian dispensation, and 
then added the grandest prediction of all, “ Heaven 
and earth shall pass away, but my words shall not 
pass away.” It is now more than one thousand eight 
hundred years, and every word and letter of that 
prophecy has, so far, come to pass. That we have 
the Bible in our hands to-day, after so many ages 
through which it has been more proscribed and per- 
secuted and trodden under foot than all the books of 
ancient and modern times together, is miraculous 
proof of its abiding nature.—4. Sunderland, D.D., 
an the New York Observer.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The stated meeting of the Board of Managers was 
held at the Bible House on Thursday, March 5th, 
1891, Theophilus A. Brouwer, Esq., Vice-President, in 
the chair. 

The religious exercises were conducted by Bishop 
Andrews, of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Among communications from foreign lands were 
letters from Mr. Penzotti, who on the gth of February 
was still a prisoner in Callao, for the alleged offense 
of violating the constitution of Peru by holding re- 
ligious services not approved by the Roman Catholic 
priesthood ; from Mr. McKim, of Cuba, who also had 
had a taste of prison life, as a man on whom suspicion 
was cast because he was selling the Scriptures in 
Bahia Honda, a confinement which soon ended 
with apologies; and from various missionaries and 
Agents. 

Upon the application of the Rev. George F. Pen- 
tecost, D.D., a grant of one thousand English Testa- 
ments and two thousand Gospels was made to him 
for use in connection with his preaching services in 
Calcutta. 

A letter was received from the Rev. A. P. Happer, 
D.D., of Canton, and other missionaries, commending 
a new movement organized by native Chinese to 
promote Christian evangelization on a wide scale by 
the loan of approved books of various kinds. The 
Board voted to supply a limited number of volumes 
of Scripture for this purpose. 

Grants of books were made to the value of about 
$5,000. Funds were also granted to the amount of 
$13,694, including appropriations for the Agencies in 
Mexico and Cuba, tor Bible work in connection with 
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missions in Sweden, Austria, and Italy, and for the 
3ible Society of France. 

The Rev. Joseph Norwood, of San Luis Potosi, 
Mexico, was appointed Agent for Venezuela. 

The Rev. E. M. Pipkin was appointed District Super- 
intendent for Arkansas, to fill the post vacated by the 
death of the late Dr. Vernor. 

The issues from the Bible House during the month 
of February were 69,531 volumes; issues since April 
1st, 1890, 942,317 volumes.
